Basle, February 11.—The German 
national assembly today elected 
Friedrich Ebert president of the 
German state by a note of 277 out 
of 379 votes. Herr Ebert accepted 
the election. Count von Posadow- 
sky-Wehner received 49 votes. 

The annual salary of the president 
state will be lim- 
ited to 1,000,000 marks, according 
to a dispatch from Berlin. The 
president will reside in Berlin. He 
will select his executives from all 
parties. 

NATIONAL ASSEMBLY 


ADOPTS CONSTITUTION. 


Weimar, February 11.—The na- 
tional assembly unanimously adopt- 
ed a provisional constitution at 6 
o'clock Monday evening, after a 
three-hour wrangle between the 


independent socialists, on one hand, 
and all the rest of the house, on the 


other, over one single point—the 
question of secret agreements. 

Although the independents lost 
in their contention that Germany 
should pave the way for the entire 
world in going definitely on record 
in favor of open diplomacy agree- 
ments, they arose belatedly to make 
the acceptance of the constitution 
as a wh@e unanimous, despite the 
inclusion of the clause they had op- 
posed. 

This paragraph—a part of the 
sixth clause of the constituoin— 
reads as originally conceived and 
pow accepted: 

“As soon as the German empire 
is represented in the league of na- 


tions, with the aim to exclude se- 


cret agreements, all agreements 
with the nations in the league must 
have the acquiescente of the na- 


= torial assembly and the state com- 
_mission.” 
_ ‘The state commission corresponds 


to the. federal council, or second 
chamber. _ 
Tried to Alter Clause. 

The independents sought to have 
this clause altered so that Germany 
might unequivocally go on record 
as legally bound to enter into no 
secret agreements, regardless of 
what other states may do in the 
future. The fight-in the assembly 
on this point raged during both 
second and third readings led by 
Dr. Hugo Haase and Dr. Cohn for 
the independents, and Herr Lands- 
berg, Dr. Dernburg and Count von 


Brockdorff-Rantzau for the gov-*|: 


ernment and other parties. 

Dr. Dernburg. in supporting the 
clause as it was finally adopted, 
said that it was impossible’ for Ger- 
many to hope to make agreements 
with other nations if they adhered to 
secret methods while Germany, by 
its own constitution, was in duty 
bound to publish all th. terms in 
detail. 

Dr. Haase replied that one of the 
great objects of the revolution had 
been the elimination of secrecy. He 
contended that Germany could well 
afford to lead the way to peace by 
the path of openness, no matter 


what others did and as an evidence 


of the sincerity and genuineness of 


her reform. 

Count von Brockdorff-Rantzau as- 
sured Dr. Haase that he would never 
make a secret treaty or agreement, 
but Dr. Haase replied that there 
was no assurance how long he would 
be in power. He ridiculed Dern- 
burg’s assertions. 

As a consequence of the contro- 
versy the house showed excitement 
for the first time since the open- 
ing of the. assembly. 

Objected to Word “Empire.” 

The independents raised objection 
to the frequent use of the word “em- 
pire” in the aocument and requested 
the substitution of “republic” 
throughout the draft offered for ac- 
ceptance. . Much time was wasted 
in this procedure, and for a time 
it looked as though the old obstruc- 
tionist tactics were being employed. 

it was Herr Cohn who acted as 
sopkesman for the independents in 
demanding that “republic” be sub- 
stituted in some dozen places for 
“empire.” He spoke s0 long that 
the house began to waver in its 


® attention until, with waving arms, 


he launched a veiled threat against 
the entire right of the house, as fol- 
lows: 

“If the government does not in 
its provisional constitution make a 
clean break with the old order of 


things, nobody in Germany or out- 


sidé will believe the revolution has 
accomplished anything.” 

Herr €ohn concluded with an ap- 
peal for the construction of the con- 
stitution in such a manner of word- 
ing as to leave no possible doubt 
in any minds that the monarchy 
was banished forever. Unless this 
were done, he added, revolution, 
‘which is nourished by lack of raw 
materials, will live again. The 
speaker concluded by warning his 
hearers to “remember the Past and 
make a new gover nt, and do not 
make the mistakes ogipive old.” 

The independents™eckled other 
members of the house by quibbling 
over one word in the clause con- 
cerning the election of a president. 
The clause depended on the exact 
meaning of an adjective, which thcy 
insisted did not make the meaning 
clear and possibly would prove dan- 
uture.

DEPUTY YOUNG TELLS 
OF CAPTURE OF GANG 


Officer, Who Took Them 
in Charge Without As- 
sistance, Looks Like 
Boy, But Enjoys Repu- 
tation for Bravery. 


Visibly ill at ease in their black 
slouch hats, badly fitting clothes and 
rough shoes, George and Decatur 
Crawley and Blaine Stewart, the 
three remaining members of the 
Union county gang charged with 
the murder «cf United States Deputy 
Marshal Ben F. Dixon, near Blairs- 
ville, Ga., arrived at the Terminal 
station just at midnight last night 
on a Louisville and Nashville train 
coming from Knoxville. | 

In charge of the three, who were 
handcuffed to each other with clank- 
ing steel chains, was Deputy United 
States Marshal S. Glenn Yo. g,. spe- 
cial agent of the department cf 
j..stice, ‘the young secret sevice 
man who captured the trio alone 
and unaided in the Tennessee moun- 
tains a few hours before daybreak 
Tuesday morning. 

Deputy Marshal Young wore the 
regulation United States army uni- 
form, covered with a heavy oilskin 
coat of gray, and carried under his 
arm a long Winchester rifle. The 
captor of the trio would scarcely 
be considered more than a boy at 
first glance, but his associates in 
the.depértment of justice bedr wit- 
ness to the fact that he is every 
inch @ man, anda one who enjoys a 
reputation of daring and level-head- 
edness that is unequalled in the 
department. 

‘ On Trail Five Days. 

“I came upon the three in a_litt’: 
cabin in the Ten.essee mountains 
about 15 or 18 miles from Alco, 
near the Bald mountain,” Deputy 
Young stated to a Constitution rep- 
resentative who met the quartet at 
the train, “just a few hours before 
daybreak this morning. I had been 
on their trail for five days without 
resting and was pretty ell tuck- 
ered out. 

“When I threw open the door of 
the cabin and entered,” he adéed, 
“Blain Stewart was asleep and the 
two Crawley boys were sitting in 
the hut, one cleaning his rifle and 
the other dozing in the corner. I 
had them completely surprised, and 
they offered ‘absolutely no resist- 
ance, except to make the natura) re- 
quest that I refrain from shooting 
them, 

“After effecting their capture, I 
hustled the trio to a little flag sta- 
tion which was near by, and flag- 
ged a train that carried us to Knox- 
ville... Since their capture they have 
offered no resistance.” 

“In speaking of the daring exploit 
of single-handed capturing three 
outlaws who have successfully eluc- 
ed the national authorities for more 
than a month past, Deputy Young 
is extremely modest. 

Modest Over Exploit. 

“T happened to catch them by sur- 
prise, and in addition I was pretty 
desperate from lack of sleep and 
continuous traveling for fiv.: 
straight days,” he said. These 
things made it easy for me‘to get 
there was no 
elp in sight. Luck is about all 
there is to it.” 

United States Marshall Howard 
Thompson met Deputy Young and 
his prisoners at the Terminal sta- 
tion and conducted them to the Ful- 
ton county Tower in automobiles of 
the city prcvost guard, which were 
on hand for the purpose. 

As the train rushed under the 
shed, there was a concerted rush 
toward the front coach of hun- 
dreds who had gathered to see the 
famous outlaws as they landed in 
Atlanta. The eyes of the three 
were wide with surprise and em- 
barrassment as the throng surged 
forward and pushed and shoved to 
get a look at their faces. 

Without a word or a glance to 
either side, they allowe dthemselves 
° be hustled up the iron stairway

OF BIG PROBLEMS 


Responsibility of This 
Country as Exponent of 
Christian Democracy Is 
Pointed Out by Colonel 
Raymond Robins.

AT DRUID HILLS CLUB 


Fred B. Smith Is Elected 

Chairman of the Inter- 
Church World Move- 
ment Conference, and 
Dr. R. O. Flinn Secre- 
tary. 


The principles of modern econom- 
ic industry, which are part of a 
Christian democracy, were set forth 
in a forceful and logical address 
by Colonel Raymond Robins, noted 
sociologist and economist, delivered 
at the dinner of the conference of 
the Inter-church World Movement, 
given at the Druid Hills Golf club 
Tuesday evening and attended by a 
large assembly of ministers and 
laymen. 

The speaker laid special stress 
upon America’s responsibility at this 
time as an exponent of Christian de- 
mocracy, her opportunity as a sound 
and wholesome nation to become a 
leader in economic industry and 
meet the challenge of social, polit- 
ical and religious problems. 

The Tuesday evening gathering 
closed a day which had been given 
over to the organization of the con- 
ference and the discussion of many 
problems in connection with the 
future program of the churches, on 
which there may be unity of atti- 
tude and action. Fred B. Smith, 
founder of the Men and Religion 
Forward Movement, was elected 
conference chairman and Dr. Rich- 
ard Orme Flinn, secretary. 

Visitors Are Welcomed. 

Dr. M. Ashby Jones delivered the 
address of welcome to the visitors 
from the southern states, and others 
who are here in attendance upon the 
conference, graciously offering them 
all the courtesies of the Atlanta 
churches and ministry, and Dean H. 
Johnston made a talk on the return- 
ing soldier problem in the morning 
before Mr. Smith's address on “The 
New Emphasis in Religion,” which 
was a masterly exposition of the 
change which has come into re- 
ligion as an outgrowth of the world 
war, 

The chief event oe 
wag the address of Dr. Flinn on 
“The Churches’ Relation to Racial 
Unrest,” which was followed by an 
open diseussion of this ‘and other 
problems of the church. A commit- 
tee to formulate the gist of the 
conference in such a way that it 
could be disseminated among the 
churches of this section was ap- 
pointed with Dr. M. Ashby Jones as 
chairman. Other members are Dr. 
Cc. B. Wilmer, William S. Royster, 
of Norfolk, and Bishop. Darst, of 
North Carolina. 

Dr. Flinn presided at the evening 
meeting and presented Dr. Wilmer, 
who introduced Colonel Robins. In 
his brief introduction Dr. Wilmer 
said of the speaker, who was to 
follow, that he believed in Chris- 
tianity socialized and_ socialized 
Christianity. The truth of this sen- 
tence was fully borne out by Colo- 
nel Robins’ remarks which centered 
around the social scheme of things 
with which he is exceedingly well 
acquainted, having devoted the past 
18 years to working out problems of 
this kind in Chicago. 

Mobilizing the Church. 

Mr. Smith followed Colonel Rob- 
ins with a short talk based on the 
idea of mobilizing the Christian 
church for the new era. His sug- 
gestions were practical and specific 
and related to the plan of a unified 
program for the churches. 

In his second speech in Atlanta 
Colonel Robins referred a number of 
times to his- experiences in RusSsia, 
and conclusions which he had drawn 
from the terrors of the soviet pow~ 
er there, but he avoided any po- 
litical issues and spoke chiefly of 


the failure of the church in that 
vast country. 

America, according to Colonel 
Robins, has the most efficient eco- 
nomic life known today, with a 
free, serving, economic system. Capi- 
talism had served to Wring produc- 
tion to the extent that America was 
able to feed the world. While the 
matter of housing and taking care 
of its people indicates the effective- 
ness of a country’s religion, eco- 
nomic liberty is not the first thing 
which has been sought in the life 
of a nation. Religious liberty has 
always come first, he said, then po- 
litical liberty, whitch is followed by 
the desire for eccnomic and indus- 
trial liberty. 

“This last is the time struggle 
of the age in which we live, and that 
is why economic questions determine 
many things now. -There are three 
spectres at the poor man’s table: 
First, fear of sickness without re- 
sources; second, fear of unemploy- 
ment: third, fear of old age with- 
out means of subsistence. And a 
Christian democracy must provide 
against these terrors of the poor 
man,”’ 

For Laboring Man. 

Colonel Robins put in a word here 
for organized labor, saying that the 
working world has a right to or- 
ganize, and is going to have it. “The 
wise employer will share in securing 
the organization of labor, for it is 
necessary as the organization of 
capital is necessary.” 

“There is no need for tyranny in 
the labor union,” Colonel Robins 
added. “Organized labor and capi- 
tal are the order of the day. Those 
who won't have decent organiza- 
tions will have to put up with the 
I. W. W.’s, the socialists and revo- 
lutions.” 

Speaikng to the business men, 
Colonel Robins said, “The romance 
of modern industry is in this propo- 
sition: decrease of the number of 
hours of labor, increase in wages 
and decrease in the unit cost of pro- 
duction.

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Over the Turks 
By United States

Chicago, February 11.—Mandate 
control of Turkey by the United 
States was adf@eated today by Hen- 
ry Morgenthau, formerly American 
ambassador to Turkey, in speaking 
at the Great Lakes congress of the 
League to Enforce Peace. He said 
that two battleships and a regi- 
ment of marines, backed by the 
great moral force of the United 
States, would be sufficient to carry 
out mandatory rule. 

“The allies must neutralize the 
Dardanelles,” said Mr. Morgenthau. 
“If theUnited States will accept any 


mandate, that over Turkey would 
be as good as any, and it would 


insure al] nations a fair chance at 
Russian trade. Constantinople, un- 
der American control, would be- 
come, im ten years, the fourth city 
of the world in population and im- 
portance.” | 

The delegates adopted a platform 
which pledged “unrestricted sup- 
port” to President Wilson in his 
advocacy for a League to Secure an 
Enduring Peace; declared that 
“Germany must be made to pay the 
full penalty for every offense which 
she has committed against interna- 
tional law,’ ’and that no unrepent- 
ent, no ungenerate Germany should 
be admitted to fellowship with free 
nations in a league of nations,” but 
must be on probation until she 
prove- ~ right to communion with 
free nations.

China. 


Paris, February 11.—The Havas 
agency gives out a statement by 
Viscount Chinda, the Japanese am- 
bassador to Great Britain, who is 
now representing hiscountry at the 
peace conference, declaring the re- 
ports to be untrue that Japan has 
exercised pressure on China to re- 
strain the action of the Chinese del- 
egates to the conference.

cised, no menace formulated, no 
bargaining done on the subject of 
the province of Shantung, or any 
other Choinese territory. No right 
of control has been sought over 
China, and there has been in no de- 
gree any ambition to represent 
China at the peace conference. 

“Besides, our relations with the 
president of the Chinese republic 
and the ministry are most cordial.” 

Japan has reiterated her intention 
to hold the Marshall and Caroline is- 
lands in the Pacific which she tcok 
from Germany during the war, as 
well as to insist upon the execution of 
her agreement reached in September 
last with China regarding Shantuneg. 
A formal statement to this effect by 
Japanese representatives has been 
made public here. 

It is not considered that the Chino- 
Japanese controvery or Japan’s 
claims regarding the Pacific islands 
are likely to delay the society of 
nations project. It seems probable, 
however, that these matters will be 
considered later by~that organiza- 
tion. 

ORDER TO CHINA 
GIVEN BY JAPAN. 

London, February 11.—The corre-

“The Japanese government on 
Thursday (January 30) informed 
the Chinese minister at Tokio that 
a change in the attitude of the 
Chinese delegates in France was de- 
sirable. The Chinese should, he said, 
be guided by the Japanese in all 
questions of policy. 

“The Japanese minister at Pekin 
on Saturday (February 1) informéd 
the Chinese foreign minister that a 
change of front on the pai of the 
Chinese dele:-ation was necessary 
and that Japan desired China to 
undertake that she would not reveal 
at the peace conferen.e the’ secrct 
Chino-Japanese agreements. The 
Chinese delegates, he said, should 
work in the closest harmony with 
the Japanese delegates on all ques- 
tions brought before the peace con- 
ference. The Japanesé minister 
added that Great Britain was so 
disturbed with strikes and financial 
troubles no definite political or 
financial help could be expected from 
that quarter. Failing to receive such 
assurances, -ipan \s,ould immeciate- 
ly exercise effective financial pres- 
sure upon China. The Japanese min- 
ister demonstrate. that China now 
was in a position to choose between 
returning Japan’s friendship or 
meeting Japan’s opposition. 

“Simultaneously, the Pekin mili- 
tarists brought great pressure to 
bear in presidential quarters with 
a view to securing the adoption of 
the Japanese viewpoint.

King Declares That aj 


New Era Dawned With 
the Allied Victory—Glad 
to Welcome Wilson to 
England. 


London, February 11.—King 
George opened parliament in semi- 
state today. Much of the usual 
ceremonial was dispensed with be- 
cause the court is in mourning for 
Prince John. 

Both houses of parliament with 
peeresses and state officials assem- 
bled in the house of lords, where 
the king read his address from the 
throne, but only military uniforms 
and civilian clothes were worn by 
the peers and peeresses, without 
robes. Almost the entire diplomatic 
corps was present. 

The king and queen drove to 
Westminster in a six-horse landau, 
with the court officials following 
in four carriages. 

King George, in his address, In- 
sisted on the stamping out of all 
abuses. He said a new era dawned 
with allied victory and that the peo- 
ple demanded a better social order. 

Afterwards the members of the 
house of commons debated the ad- 
dress, William Adamson, leader of 
the labor party, spoke in behalf of 
that party on the industrial situa. 
tion, which, he said, was almost 
as menacing as war itself. 

Lloyd-George Warns Labor. 

Premier Lloyd-George also spoke 
of the industrial situation. The 
government, he said, would agree 
to any kind of investigation into 
the causes of the unrest. 

Special war conditions, the pre- 
mier thought, had contrbuited ‘¢to 
the unrest. Among these conditions 
werefthe strain of four years of war 
and the fear of unemployment. 

The premier said that bills would 
be introduced next week dealing 
with housing, health, the revival of 
rural life, land settlement for sol- 
diers, land reclamation and affores- 
tation. 


Referring to “demands put for-) 
‘| ward 116t to” ébtain’ Tal? ‘conditions, 


but to overthrow tiie existing order, 
to destroy the government,” the 
premier declared: 

“I say in all solemnity on behalf 
of the government that we are de- 
termined to fight Prussianism in 
the industrial world exactly as we 
fought it on the continent of Eu- 


rope. 

“If all classes of the community 
are prepared to make the necessary 
sacrifices for the stability, security 
and freedom of industry I am pre- 
pared to say with full knowledge 
of the consequence that no section 
of the community, however power- 
ful, shall be allowed to hold up the 
whole nation.” 

The premier concluded with an 
appeal thatthe victory won by bat- 
tles should not be wantonly dissi- 
pated in a few weeks’ frenzied 
strife. 

Text of King’s Speech. 

Following is the full text of the 
speech of King George to parlia- 
ment today: 

“My Lords and Gentlemen: The 
dissolution of the last parliament 
followed almost immediately upon 
the collapse of Germany under the 
ceaseless blows of the allied armies. 
Since that date the terms of the 
armistice, which has been more than 
once renewed, have been persever- 
ingly enforced. : 

“The enemy forces have retired 
behind the Rhine and have surren- 
dered much of their armanent. The 
allied armies have occupied bridge- 
heads across that river thus laying 
open roads into Germany should she 
attempt to renew the war. 

“During the same period. the 
might of the German navy has been 
shattered by the surrender of the 
enemy‘s submarines and the intern- 
ment of his main fleet in my ports. 

“These great results, which give 
practical securities that the strug- 
gle between German tyranny and 
European freedom is at an end and 
that a new era has dawned, have 
been achieved by the vigilance, dis- 
cipline and efficiency of the British 
and allied fleets, and by the cour- 
age, endurance and determination 
of my armies and the armies of the 
many nations fighting with them. 
Among the resolutions to be submit- 
ted to you will be one asking you 
to giye solemn expression to the 
gratitude of my people for the 
achievements and sacrifices of those 
who suffered for the country’s cause 
by land and sea and in the air. 

“In order to reap the full fruits 
of victory and safeguard the peace 
of the world, an adequate army must 
be maintained in the field and pro- 
posals which will be necessary to 
secure. the forces required will be 
submitted to you in due course. 

For Just and Lasting Peace. 

“For the last month a conference 
of my plenipotentiaries and of repre- 
sentatives of all the allied powers 
has been assembled in Paris to de- 
liberate upon the terms of a just 
and lasting peace. Their discussions 
have been marked by the utmost 
cordiality and good will and by no 
disagreement. They have made good 
progress with the examination of 
numerous varied problem which will 
require settlement in the terms of 
peace and I trust that before this 
session is far advanced the prelimi- 
naries of peace will be signed. 

“J rejoice particularly that tie 
powers assembled in the conference 
have agrecd to accept the  prin- 
ciple of a league of nations, for it 
is by progress along that road that 
I see only hope of saving mankind 
from a recurrence of the scourage of 
war. 

“I took an early opportunity to 
visit France and to convey to the 
president of the republic the heart- 
felt enthusiasm with which my peo- 
ple acclaimed the final liberation of 
her territories and the vindication 
of the national unity of our faithful 
friend and ally. I was deeply moved 
by the demonstration or cordial af- 
me a which T received during my 
visit. 

‘It has also given me great pleas- 
ure to receive in this country the 
president of the United States of 
America.

Paris, February 11.—(Special Ca- 
ble to The Constitution.)—When 
President Wilson starts for America 
he will carry with him something 
which approximates a draft of 
league of nations. All effort and 
industry at the present time in the 
peace conference are being concen- 
trated to this end, and it is fairly 
safe to foreshadow a definite result.

ment, no one will pretend. The 
truth of the situation is that the 
peace conference now in session is 
daily transforming itself more and 
more into a real league of nations 
and, that in a considerable degree, it

will be a continuing fact, so far as 
any league of nations is concerned. 
This will be a disappointment for 
those who hoped that the whole fu- 
ture would be rigidly and definitely 
organized at Paris. It will be a re- 
lief for those who feared that rigid- 
ity and insistence upon too great 
detail wov'” end by wrecking the 
whole scheme. Obvivuusly, therefore, 
the result will represent a compro- 
mise between extremists on both 
sides. 

Wilson Had No Clear Scheme. 

It is essential to face the fact that 
so far as President Wilson and his 
European exped:..ion are concerned, 
the president came here with no 
definite or clear or coherent pro- 
gram for a league of nations. Cer- 
tain ideas, certain phases, even cer- 
tain.-~inciples, were expressed in 
various of his speeches, but only 
in the vague sort of way. He came 
here to plead his cause, but he did 
not come here prepared to present 
any working basis of an organiza- 
tion for a league of nations. 

In a very marked degree, the 
president, then, came empty -handed,

CHARGES AMENDED 
BY FRED A. STRAUB 


Fireman, Who Has Quit 
Position, Files Addi- 
tional Allegations of In- 
efficiency Against Chief 
Cody. 


Fred A. Straub, the fireman of 
Engine House No. 11, who made 
sensational charges against Chief 
W. B. Cody, of the Atlanta fire de- 
partment, and’ who Monday gevered 
his connection with the department 


} by surrendering his credentials “to 


hig superior officer, Tuesday after- 
noon announced through his attor- 
ney, Carl F. Hutcheson, that his re- 
tirement from the department has 
nothing whatever to do with his 
privilege of prosecuting the allega- 
tions he had made, and through the 
same course amends his former sen- 
sational charges, which numbered 
more than 47 parafraphs, with an- 
other salty series of charges against 
his erstwhile superior officer. 
Straub not only declares his de- 
termination to appear before the 
board to meet the summons that has 
been served On him through the 
charges that have been made 
against him by the chief, but he re- 
iterates his determination to fight 
the charges: he has made against 


Cody to a finish. 
Developments of Day. 


The filing of additional charges 
by Straub, the retiring of Foreman 
Tribble, a team mate of Straub at 
Engine House No. 11, and the ru- 
mor that sensational charges would 
in all probability be filed by Honer 
R. Daniel, a signalman, who was 
jointly cited to appear with Fred 
A. Straub by Chief Cody, makes up 
the sum of the developments that 
took place in the fire department 
story: Tuesday. 

No definite date has yet been set 
for the hearing, pending the ab- 
sence of members of the firemasters 
and attorneys, and as no word has 
been given out by Chief Cody, it is 
believed that the public investiga- 
tion will be delayed until the early 
part of next week. 

Alleged favoritism on the part of 
the chief, and a tendency to forget 
the ties of friendhsip, if it appeared 
that the other man favored some 
one else for chief of the fire de- 
partment, constitutes the burden of 
Straub’s charges. 

In one case, he says, a man who 
suffered greatly by the great fire, 
was promised by Cody that he 
would see to it that the Red Cross 
aided him. Afterwards, it devel- 
oped that this fireman favored an- 
other man for chief, and following 
this, it is alleged that Cody used 
every opportunity, to humiliate and 
to harass this man, and never se- 


cured for him the aid promised. 
“Called Men Anarchists.” 


Another time, the chief said that 
the men of one station house—who 
favored their captain for chief— 
were “anarchists’’—so Straub 
charges. 

Failure to use proper discretion 
and the upholding of unjust and un- 
reasonable orders of subordinates, 
is charged on another count. 

It ‘is also claimed that before 
the installation of two of Cody’s 


“henchmen” at No. 11 engine house, 
all aws peace and harmony, but 


that now dissension exists, and 
Cody refuses to end it by remov- 
ing his men. 

In several instances it is charged 
that the chief used very violent lan- 
guage, cursing and making things 
generally disagreeable for his men 
at fires. It is alleged that one 
man, who has resigned, says that 
the chief's men have lost all re- 
spect for him, and discipline is a 
thing of the past.

Captain Herbert J. Rosenberg has 
charge of the vaccination outside 
the post, and all applications should 
be mailed to him. Tuesday an of- 
ficer was sent to the Georgia Mili- 
tary academy at College Park and 
the firm of Smith & Higgins on 
Peter street, and the students and 
enrployees of those institutions were 
vaccinated. 

Since the announcement last week 
by Colonel Bratton that free vacci- 
nation would be given to civilians 
at the vaccination office at Fort 
McPherson, approximately three 
hundred people have called there 
and received the treatment. Major 
John F. Denton has charge of the 
vaccination at the post. 

The serum used in the vaccination 
is made in the laboratory at the 
fort under the supervision of Cap- 
tain G. R. Moffit.. Reports recently 
submitted to Captain Moffit show 
that out of sixty thousand doses 
administered not a single death has 
occurred from pneumonia, and that 
in no case has harm resulted to the 


patient.

Leaving Brest February 
16, He Plans to Spend a 
Few Days in Washing- 
ton and Be Back in Paris 
by March 15. 


WILSON IS CONVINCED 
HE’S NEEDED IN PARIS 


| President Feels That His 


Personal Attention Is 
Necessary to Work of 
Peace Conference — De- 
lay Arises About League. 
Scheme and It Will 
Hardly Be Completed 
Before Wilson Leaves. 


London, February 11.—President 
Wilson will sail from Brest for 
New York February 16, according 
to Reuter’s Paris correspondent. 


Paris, February 11.—Evidence of ’ 
President Wilson’s intention not to 
abandon the peace conference upon 
the ratification of the society of na- 
tions plan was found in the disclo- 
sure today that he plans to return 
from Washington to Paris by March 
15. This involves so brief a stay at 
Washington as to permit only the 
signing of bills during the closing 
hours of congress. It is understood 
that Mr. Wilson intends to give per- 
sonal attention in Paris to the work 
of the supreme executive council 
which promises to be the most im- 
portant feature of the peace con- 
ference after the disposal of the so- 
ciety of nations. 

Delay in League Scheme. 

As, a result of today’s meeting 
of the Paris conference commission 
on the society of nations doubts 
were expressed for the first time 
that the project for the organiza- 
tion of the society would be com- 
pleted before President Wilson's de- 
parture for the United States. : 

Questions have arisen with the 
commission which are of such a na- 
ture that they may prolong the dis- 
cussions, and this has given rise 
to serious apprehension that the 
perfected draft of the plan will not 
be completed by February 16, which 
Is the date provisionally set for the 
president’a departure. 

. The session of the commission to. 
day was a protracted one which 
lasted until 3:35 o’clock this after- 
hoon. It is understood that among 
other subjects considered was the 
project for an international mili- 
tary force, urged by Leon Bour.- 
geois, of the French delegation. M 
Bourgeois’ contention, it is said 
was that such a force should be in- 
stituted and also that it should be 
stationed in France, as France was 
the strategic center of Europe and 
the nation most immediately threat- 
ened. . 

Wide Difference of Views. 

Several new amendments to the 
draft were presented today, making 
further consideration necessary and 
the commission adjourned for twe 
days during which time the commit- 
tee will make every effort to have 
the draft perfected*for presenta- 
tion at the next meeting of the com- 
mission. There is a wide difference 
of views regarding some of these 
new proposals and this is causing 
apprehension of failure to complete 
the plan as expected.

Questions for Economic Council. 

The supreme war council, al- 
though hearing the claims of Bel- 
gian delegates in support of the 
French view that their country 
should be protected until .on the 


is expected to refer this matter to 
an economic committee. It is now 
evident the supreme war council 
will be relieved entirely of this 
question, which is regarded as an 
economic rather than a military 
question. 

The supreme economic council, 
which is about to be organized, is 
expected to consider the French and 
Belgian proposals that Essen and 
other German industrial towns 
should be occupied to prevent the 
manufacture of munitions and arms. 
This is a question which bears on 
the ability of Germany to pay heavy 
indemnities through products of in- 
dustry and it is the American view 
that the suppression of Germany's 
munition production can be as well 
assured by a system of authorized 
inspection by entente agents. This 
would permit German industries to 
continue with safety to the allies. 

French and Belgian Plea, 

The French and Belgian plea that 
they should be permitted to recoup 
their enormous losses by the de- 
struction of their industrial plants 
through the stoppage of German in- 
dustries until France and Belgium 
have been rehabilitated is met by 
the American view, which is shared 
by the British, that such losses 
should be reimbursed by cash in- 
demnities from Germany within a 
reasonable time. The supreme eco- 
nomic councir can regulate the dis- 


tribution of raw materials between 
countries so as to insure France and 
Belgium of a proper advantage over 
Germany, and prevent the latter 
from gaining the world’s markets. 

Once divested of its economic fea- 
tures arrangements for an extension 
of the military armistice can be 
quickly completed. It is believed 
certain American troops will not be 
employed as permanent garrisons in 
the Rhine country longer than is 
necessary for military purposes, or 
to insure the carrying out of the 
~* yeaa ge conditidns of the armis- 

ce, 

Franklin D. Roosevelt, assistant 
secretary of the United States navy, 
has virtually completed the work of 
disestablishing American shore sta- 
tions in France. He will return to 
America on the George Washing- 
ton with President Wilson.

ecessary to cease discussion of 
abiitract principles and get down to 
actual construction of machinery, 
and at this int the president was 
helpless, and his associates in the 
American commission were useless, 
and it fell to the British, logically 
and inevitably, to begin the task of 
constructing some frame work, and 
this is what has been going on for 
the last three weeks. . 


Super-State Impossible. 

The league of nations, to be any- 
thing, in fact, beyond an association 
of uncommitted’ powers, must be a 
super-state. It must be an inter- 
national organization, with power 
and authority over all international 
organizations, possessing more au- 
thority over various nations of the 
world than the British parlia- 
ment possesses over her self-gov- 
erning dominions. But very 
early in the discussion at Haris 
it became clear that a super- 
state was an impossibility. The 
British were not going to give 
up their navy, which had just saved 
them and the world from Germany 
to a junta in which the decision 
might turn on the vote of San Do- 
mingo or Uruguay. The French, on 
their part, with their army, which 
was for long the only barrier to 
German triumph in Europe, wére not | 
prepared to surrender this army to 
the direction ‘f an tnternational or- 
ganization in which the ultimate 
decision might rest with the de facto 
government of Venezuela. And the 
American commissioners in Paris 
were equally unable at all times to 
guarantee that the United States 
congress would accept any treaty of 
Paris which places the United States 
policy for the future in the hands 
of the European countries, whe 
these constitute a majority of the 
league of ‘nations. 

We had then, easily and prompt- 
ly, the end of a super-state. Next 
came the problem of disposing of 
the German colonies and Turkish 
territories. Under Mr. Wilson’s va- 
rious utterances, a logical solution 
of the division of these colonies and 
territories among the great powers 
was practically impossible. A sat- 
isfying solution was found in a 
mandatory system under which, for 
example, Great Britain does not an- 
nex Mesopotamia, or France the 
Kameroun, bu. each undertakes, re- 
spectively, to represent the league 
of nations in that territory and 
to administer it, agreeing to report 
to the league of nations and pledg- 
ing itself to set up no exclusive 
economic privileges for its nationals. 

Actually, this means that instead 
of owning these territories outright, 
various great powers will adminis- 
ter them, much as France adminis- 
ters Morocco, in theory, under the 
Algeciras agreement, or as Great 
Britain has administered Egypt un- 
der no agreement. 

What Foundlings for America. 

At this point there was raised, and 
remained unanswered, the question 
as to how many of the foundlings 
the United States will adopt. Con- 
stantinople has been suggested, Ar- 
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ts 
or emotions of the maséges of people 
over here, with the result that the 
peace conference has worked in har- 
mony and a real league of nations 
has developed consistently. 

It is oy hard to make clear the 
precise difference between what Mr. 
Wilson was expected to do and what 
he has done. The American péople, 
as a whole, accepted the fourteen 
points, which were in themselves 
only a confused mixture of senti- 
ment, unrelated truths and unap- 
plied aspirations, as a rather com- 
plete formula of program for a 
league of nations. 

When Wlisen Faced Facts. 


Confronted by the facts of the Eu- 
ropean situation, Mr. iison and 
those associated with him saw very 

uickly how different the world of 
act was from what they had imag- 
ined at a distance of 3,000 miles. 
They found the old difficulties con- 
fronting them of being powerless, 
because they had no specified reme- 
dies for diseases all mankind had 
suffered from and hated. In a way, 
they found themselves merely de- 
nunciators of disease, and not physi- 
cians with healing remedies. The 
fourteen points took all the charac- 
ter of incantation, rather than med- 
ically approved treatment, and in a 
very real sense, American leader- 
ship broke down at a critical mo- 
ment, since Am ns offered no 
remedy. If Mr. iison had been 
able to pull out of his pocket a con- 
stitution for a league of nations, fol- 
lowing his triumphal progress 
through France, Britain and Italy, it 
seems to be the common judgment 
here that he might have persuaded 
the Paris conference to accept it. 
Butin point of fact, all he could say 
was: “You see; your people desire 
the same things which I 
namely, a world peace and guaran- 
tee against future wars.” Beyond 
this, he could hardly go. Beyond 
this, he has not gone except to re- 
ceive and to adopt one contribution 
after another, coming mainly from 
the British, designed to cover state- 
ments made by him in the past. 

As in the case of the German colo- 
nies, he could, if he had wanted, 
have opposed annexation of these 
colonies by the Furopean conquerers 
of Germany. He could not, if he 
wanted, have persuaded the victors 
to return them to Germany. and he 
was not prepared, on behalf of the 
United States, either to accept for 
his country alone or for his country 
associated with others, responsibil- 
ity for administration and control 
of these colonies. In such a situa- 
tion, the world problem was to find 
the way out and the way out is a 
mandatory system, which means 
everything or nothing, as the league 
of nations shall develop into a def- 
inite and powerful organization or 
shall disappear.

Washington, - February 11.—A 
story of economic chaos, oppression 
and tyranny in Russia under the 
Bolshevik rule was unfolded today 
before the senate judiciary subcom- 
mittee at the beginning of its in- 
quiry into Bolshevik, I. W. W. and 
other propaganda in the United 
States. The witness was Dr. Wil- 
liam C. Huntington, former commer- 
cial attache of the American em- 
bassy in Petrograd, who related in 
detail his experiences before being 
compelled by intolerable conditions 
to leave Russia last fall. 

Professor Samuel N. Harper, of 
the University of Chicago, a student 
of Russian affairs, also was be- 
fore the committee, explaining the 
development of the Bolshevik theory 
of government. He said there had 
been much misrepresentation of Rus- 
sia in the American press, but de- 
clared enough evidence has come 
through to demonstrate that Bol- 
shevism had been a failure in most 
ways.

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AT PEACE CONGRESS 


Continued from First Page. 


His great contribution, as I have 
tried to point out before, was that 
he came to Europe a symbol in the 
minds of millions of Europeans. a 
Symbol and a promise of a different 
order and settlement from _ that 
which they had looked forward to 
receiving from their own leaders. 
The effect of his coming was to call 
forth ething approximating an 
exposition of the idealism and as- 
Piration of millions of people. He 
demonstrated, in the reception which 
came to him, how eagerly, how 
earnestly, millions of people over 
here were looking forward to some 
kind of settlement such as they con- 
ceived he had come to Europe to 
champion. 

Once here, the president finds 
himself, as many another nas found 
himself, confronted with the almost 
hopeless task of translating as- 
Piration into a machine. Many Eu- 
ropean men, like Leon Bourgeois, in 
France, like half a dozen men in 
England, had devoted the better 
part of their lives to study and 
work along the lines of preéeserva- 
tion of international peace, and 
the creation of international amity. 
Great British statesmen like Lord 
Robert Cecil, like General Smuts, 
like Mr. Asquith, had in recent 
times outlined specifically and defi- 
nitely certain sketches of a machine 
to be called a league of nations. 

Paralysis for a Time. 

All these various tentative sug- 
gestions and proposals confronted 
Mr. Wilson on his arrival. It was 
supposed by any that he would, in 
turn, present for his country the 
American view of what a league of 
nations should be. In poixt of fact, 
he had no scheme, and a situation 
approaching paralysis resulted dur- 
a a certain period of time. 

Vhat was essential, so far as Mr. 
‘Wilson and .nose associated with 
him were concerned, was that the 
league of nations, as it developed, 
should in no respect do violence to 
the famous fourteen points. But 
the fourteen points were not at this 
end the basis or league of nations, 
or anything else. 

Thus the president’s position, ‘in 
course of time, developed rather 
into an inactive attitude. So far 
from proposing, he remained silent. 
His real contribution, it would seem, 
was to veto its various points where 
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-been completed, with all the larger 
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trusteeship, which is one that offers 
very great opportunity for unselfish 
international service. It will be 
seen, then, that in all the great 
problems it was impossible for the 
Paris conference to reach clear-cut 
decisions. Had Mr. Wilson brought 
a program ratified in advance by 
the senate and indorsed by the peo- 
ple of the United States, he might 
have imposed a very considerable 
portion of it upon the nations of 
Europen. When he was unable to 
bring such a program, it became 
clear that'no other force could im- 
pose such organization upon the na- 
tions here represented, and that the 
league of nations was. inevitably 
bound to remain in loose confedera- 
tion of like minor nations destitute 
of power to enforce its decisions 
and condemned to rely upon moral 
influence. 

Now this will seem to many Amer- 
icans a very small harvest for a 
very large sowing, and yet, as I said 
before, the fact is that the nations 
now in conferencein Paris are them- 
selves in their association and co- 
operation, becoming day by day 
more andmore of an effective 
league of nations. The fact is, that 
many of the aspirations for a league 
of nations are being expressed in 
the method and in e spirit of the 
Paris conference. he perfect ma- 
chine which was to be a world police 
force, will not spring fully armed 
from the Paris conference. but out 
f deliberations, decisions and joint 
Eeveamants. a very useful organiza- 
tion for the preservation of the 
world peace seems likely to emerge. 


Wilson Exercised Influence. 


What I am trying to make clear is 
that President Wilson, by coming to 
Europe, exercised a profound influ- 
ence upon the course of the Paris 
conference, but this influence was 
not the result of a careful formula 
upon a definite program, or a ma- 
tured and considered policy. The 
league of nations is not Mr. Wilson's 
creation. In a large sense it is no 
one’s creation, but the result of the 
conference itself. When Mr. Wil- 
son goes home, the discussion of the 
league of nations will probably have 


questions referred to the appropri- 
ate private committees, whose re- 
ports may be heard and acted 
upon, and may not. 

So far, Mr. Wilson has committed 
the United States to nothing, since 
he was unable, in the nature of 
things, to commit his country. Asa 
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ance of attempting to send troops to 
Russia, and yet would not confess 
complete abdication and surrender of 
Russia today to Bolshevism, to- 
morrow, perhaps, to the Boche. The 
formula was the conference at the 
Principe islands. It may or may not 
work, but nothing else can he done 
without force and power, and power 
and force were lacking. 

In a real sense, this is the case 
with the league of nations. A super- 
state was always imnossible. Anv- 
thing else was hound to be a com- 
promise, which, having been 
adopted, is all In the direction of 
making it easier to preserve peace 
in the world, just as the spirit domi- 
nating this peace conference pnrom- 
ises to make it more just in its de- 
cisions than any of the great confer- 
ences o fthe past. Mr. Wilson has 
contributed mightily to this result, 
but Europe is going to remain Eu- 
rope, and human nature is going to 
remain human nature, after Mr. 
Wilson groes home, and it is essen- 
tial to recognize now what he has 
done and what he has failed to do, 
and why he has succeeded and why 
he has failed. He has been a sym- 
bol of enormous value in Europe, 
but he has not given the world a 
new system of laws or new ma- 
ehinery of international relations. 
He cathe to Ewrope to express cer- 
tain principles. His coming awaken- 
ed sentimental emotion, and the in- 
fluence of this emotion was and re- 
mains powerful in Paris. He could 
have had his way in manv great 
things in addition, if he had had a 
way, but he has not had one.

propaganda in this country. Dr. 
Huntington said the Bolshevik lead- 
ers constantly endeavored to spread 
their doctrine through other coun- 
tries and that he had seen a tew 
evidences of these effurts in the 
United States. He mentioned an ar- 


ticle by Premier Lenine, of the Bol- 
shevik government, recently publish- 
ed in “the Liberator,” an American 
magazine, and said he had seen sev- 
eral articles in The New York ‘Times 
written by Arthur R. Ransom, an 
English writer, who he described 
as a sympathizer with the Bolshevik 
regime. 

Dr. Huntington said he had at- 
tended the recent meeting in Wash- 
ington which prompted the senate 
to order the present inquiry, and 
declared that speakers who were 
advertised to give the “truth about 
Russia” did not give the truth, He 
added that he did not know wheth- 
er they were Bolshevik propagan- 
dists. 

Replying to a question of Major 
E. Lowry Humes, who is directing 
the inquiry, the witness said one 
of the speakers at the meeting was 
Louise Bryant, wife of John Reed, 
@ magazine writer, who Dr. Hunt- 
ington had said was reputed to 
have been the Bolshevik consul gen- 
eral in New York. 

To Overthrow All Governments, 


Dr. Huntington sliggested that 
persons advocating the cultivation 
of relationship with the Russian 
Bolshevik government should re- 
member they are dealing with a 
movement working for the over- 
throw of existing governments. He 
said he knew that the Bolshevik 
leaders had sent quantities of 
money out of Russia to finance the 
spread of propaganda, but he could 
not say that any of this had been 
used in the United States. Most 
of Dr. Huntington’s testimony re- 
lated to distress, both economic and 
physical, in Russia under the Bol- 
shevik regime. 

He told the committee he had 
tried to be moderate in his descrip- 
tion of conditions there, but admit- 
ted that they could not be much 
worse. 

Dr. Huntington read a letter from 
G. Tchitcherin, director of the peo- 
ple’s commissariat for foreign af- 
fairs, dated September 1, 1918, at 
Moscow, to Major Allen Wardell, of 
the Red Cross, seeking to justify 
the execution of 500 in Petrograd. 

Execution of 5300 Persons. 

“You speak of the execution of 500 
persons in Petrograd,” read the let- 
ter, “as of one particularly striking 
instance of acts of like character. 
Among those 500, 200 were exe- 
cuted on the ground of the decision 
of the local organizations to whom 
they were very well known as most 
active and dangerous counter revo- 
lutionaries, and 300 had been select- 
ed already some time ago as be- 
longing to the vanguard of the 
counter revolutionary movement. In 
the passion of the struggle tearing 
our whole people, do you nat see 
the suffering, untold during gener- 
ations of all the unknown millions, 
who were dumb during centuries, 
and whose concentrated despair and 
rage have at last burst into the 
open, passionately longing for a new 
life, for the sake of which they have 
ethe whole existing fabric to re- 
move?” 

Professor Harper testified that 
there had been much misrepresenta- 
tion of Russia and exaggeration of 
conditions there published in news- 
papers in this country. 

Profwssor Harper said he had 
never heard Bolshevik principles 
preached for application in the 
United States, although protest 
against existing conditions often 
was mistaken for Bolshevism in this 
country. 


SMOKE QUESTION 
THREATENS SPLIT 
IN BRITISH Y. W. C. A. 


London, February 11.—The Young 
Women’s Christian association is 
threatened with a division into two 
societies by reason of agitation over 
the fact that smoking is permitted 
by women in some branches and for- 
bidden in others. A number of mem- 
bers of the English branch, of build- 
ings in which smoking is permit- 
ted. have withdrawn and joined the 
Irish Y. W. C. A., which prohibits 
smoking. 

The Manchester Guardian quotes 
a Y. W. C. A. worker as saying that 
60 per cent of the women’s auxiliary 
military organizations and large 
proportion of the women munition 
workers smoke. 

The authorities of Newnham col- 
legé, Cambridge, recently granted 
women students permission to smoke 
in the buildings of the Institution. 
Some of the students had been agi- 
ca in favor of smoke for some 
time.

Tours, France, February 11.—An 
official report has been made of 
burials at Brest of American sok 
diers during the occupancy of that 
port by the American expeditionary 
forces. The figures include the 
men who died after being brought 
ashore at Brest from transports be-

Three-Year Scheme for 
Ten Battleships and Ten 
Scout Cruisers Adopted 
by Vote of 192 to 142. 


Washington, February 11.—Admin- 
istration leaders in the house to- 
night won their fight for a declara- 
tion by congress of a policy of na- 
val expansion unless limitation of 


world armament is agreed upon at’ 


the peace conference. After an all- 
day debate, the house voted, 194 
to 142, to approve the new three- 
year building program of ten bat- 
ssp and ten scout cruisers and 
mmediately afterwards adopted the 
entire naval appropriation bill. 

The vote on the adoption of the 
bill was 281 to 50. As finally ap- 
proved the measure carries a total] 
of $721,000,000 for the naval estab- 
lishment during the next fiscal year, 
including $179,000,000 for the un- 
finished part of the first three- 
year program adopted in 1916. 

During the day the house adopted 
by a vote of 205 to 148 a resolution 
of the rules committee making the 
naval expansion policy legislation 
in order, thus overcoming a parlia- 
mentary advantage gained yester- 
day by Republican Leader Mann, 
whose points of order against the 
program had been sustained by Rep- 
resentative Garrett, of Tennessee, 
democrat, who was temporarily pre- 
siding. 

Votes Not on Party Lines, 

The votes on the resolution and 
on final approval of the program 
were strikingly similar. Neither 
was entirely on party lines, but the 
republicans on each roll call cast 
the majority of the votes in opposi- 
tion. On formal approval of the 


program 125 republicans, with 14 
democrats, an independent, a prohi- 
bitionist and a socialist voted in the 
negative, while 157 democrats with

Except for one minor amendment, 
the building program legislation 
was adopted by the house as drafted 
by the naval committee. The amend- 
ment, by Representative Humph- 
reys, of Mississippi, democrat, pro- 
vided that no construction authoriz- 
ed under the program could be start- 
ed before June 1, 1920, instead of 
February 1, 1920, as provided by the 
original bill. 

A legislative rider inserted in the 
house forbids the navy department 
from buying wireless stations or 
paying for those already purchased 
out of funds carried in the new bill. 
This amendment was adopted after 
action of the department in purchas- 
img stations and ship sets from the 
Marconi Wireless and Federal Tele- 
graph companies during the war had 
been crititised. 

Opposition to the new building 
program as voiced again today by 
Republican Leader Mann and other 
republicans and democrats centered 
on the complaint that no declara- 
tion of policy should be made as 
“a bluff” designed to influence the 
peace conference. Supporters re- 
plied that Presidgnt Wilson had ask- 
ed for the declaration, and that the 
policy would be carried out if the 
peace conference did not agree to 
limitation of world armament. 

Objects to “Big Stick.” 

Representative Mondell, of Wyom- 
ing, republican, criticised the ‘‘policy 
of the big stick.” which, he said, the 
president was furthering, as “neither 
seemly nor persuasive.” He said the 
peace conference was aware that 
America could build a big navy, so 

‘we need not try to bluff the diplo- 
mats.’ 

Representative Good, of Iowa, re- 
publican, said  sentirfent of the 
American people was for a league 
of nations, and that to declare for 
a greater navy would be “dishonest 
and dishonorable.” Similar argument 
was made by Representative Towner, 
of Iowa, republican, who declared 
approval of the program would “en- 
able other nations to accuse the 
president of bad faith’ when he ad- 
vocated. disarmament. 

Representative Moore, of Pennsyl- 
vania, said the question to be de- 
cided was not whether the house 
was for or against a large navy, but 
whether it was for or against the 
people, who had to pay the bills, 
while Representative Johnson, of 
South Dakota, asserted that the time 
had come for congress to adopt an- 
other declaration of independence 
and free itself from the mastery of 
the president. 

Representative McCullough, of 
Ohio, said “congress still felt the 
sting of the executive whip, but 
that the time had not arrived for 
emancipation,” for until the peace 
conference had completed its work 
the president should be accorded 
complete support. 


NO “DRY” POLIGING 
FOR SECRETARY GLASS 


Washington, February 11.—Secre- 
tary Glass is strongly opposed to 
congress placing responsibility for 
enforcement of national prohibition 
upon the bureau of internal reve- 
nue. His views were set forth ina 
letter today to Representative Car- 
lin, chairman of the house judiciary 
sub-committee which is considering 
legislation for enforcement of pro-. 
hibition. 

“This bureau,” said the letter, “is 
now, as you know, burdened to the 
uttermost with the administration 
of a’ very comprehensive and tech- 
nical tax law, which will engage its 
every facility to administer ade- 
quately and equitably. 

“The enforcement of war prohibi- 
tion has no relation whatever to the 
collection of revenue, and a law 
which is exclusively of a_ police 
character would certainly compli- 
cate, if it would not endanger the 
effective administration of the tax 
laws. 

“TI think I should draw this view- 
point to the particular attention of 
the committee in order that it may 
be fully advised as to just what the 
addition of this responsibility to the 


| bureau of internal revenue means. 


“If the committee, regardless of 
the facts stated above, should decide 
to place the enforcement of this law 
in the internal revenue bureau, the 
department would be interested in 
seeing a law passed that would be 
effective in carrying out the inten- 
tion of the congress. Furthermore, 
if war prohibition is to be made ef- 
fective as of Julv 1, 1919. it is very 
important that the bill for its en- 
forcement should be enacted _ into 
‘law at the earliest possible date.” 


ARMENIAN BUTCHERS 
ARE PLACED ON TRIAL 


Paris, February 11.—The trial of 
those responsible for the Armenian 
massacres by the Turks has begun 
in Constantinople, “he leader of 
the Turkish officials being tried at 
present is Keimal Rey, governor of 
Diarbekir. The prosecutor in open- 
ing the trial declared it was neces- 
sary to punish the authors of the 
massacre which had filled the 
whole world with a feeling of hor- 
ror.

THOUSANDS OF TROOPS 
SAILING FROM FRANCE 


Washington, February 11.—De- 
parture from France of seven trans- 
ports and two warship, carrying 
approximately 12,000 home-coming 
troops, Was announced today by 
the war department. They will ar- 
rive at New York and Newport 
News between February 16 and 20. 

The transports are the Ortega 
Canopic, Rotterdam, Northland and 
West Durfee for New York, and 
the President Grant and Tiger for 
Newport News. The battleship 
Georgia goes to Newport News, and 
the cruiser St. Louis to New York. 

The President Grant, due Febru- 
ary 20, carries troops of the 41st 
division (northwestern states), 
about 4,000 officers and men. In 
addition a number of casual officers 
and more than 700 sick and wound- 
ed are aboard. Brigadier General 
Albert H. Banding, commanding 
the 184th infantry brigade, also is 
aboard the ship. 

The Northland, due February 19,. 
brings eastern and negro troops. 

The cruiser St. Louis, due Febru- 
ary 20, carries troops of the 41st 
division and seveal- casual com- 
panies. None of the casual com- 
panies are from the south. 

The Canopic has troops of the 
41st division, and in addition about 
175 casuals, mostly officers. 

The Rotterdom, due February 16, 
has on board troops of the 92d di- 
vision (negro), 41st division, 290 
casual officers and 172 wounded or 
sick officers, including Brigadier 
Gener&il James B. Erwin, command- 
ing the 92d division. 

The battleship Georgia is due at 
Newport News [Tebruary 20, with 
the headquarters, machine gun 
company, medical detachment and 
companies H and M of the 16Iist in- 
fantry, en route to Camp Dix. 

The transport Ortega, due at New 
York February 17, has casual com- 
panies of negro troops for Louisi- 
ana and South Carolina, New York 
troops, one casual company for Vir- 
ginia and a few casual officers. 

The transport Tiger, due at New- 
port News February 20 has aboard 
two officers and 130 men of the

Thousa ids on Leviathan. 


New York, February 11.—The 
American transport Leviathan, 
carrying 9,295 troops, passed the 
Ambrose channel lightship this aft- 
trnoon. 

Troops aboard the Leviathan in- 
cluded men of .the 92d and 93d di- 
visions (negroes) and detachments 
of the 41st division (northwestern 
states). One casual company of 
Texans, convalescent detachments 
and casuals also are aboard. The 
troops include 2,132 wounded and 
mentally and physically sick. 

Bringing home 1,648 troops, the 
Italian steamship Duca d’Abruzzi 
arrived here today from Marseilles. 
The complete personnel—49 officers 
and 1,372 men—of the 46th regi- 
ment, coasf artillery corps, re- 
turned, together with a detachment 
of the 164th field hospital; part of 
casual company No. 25, consisting 
of Utah troops, and more than 150 
casuals. 

The steamship Matapan arrived 
with detachment base hospital No. 
2, comprising three officers and 11! 
nurses, and several casual officers 
and civilians. 

The steamship Pasadena arrived 
from Bordeaux with a detachment 
of casual company No. 25, compris- 
ing one officer and 23 men of New 
York. There also were eight cas- 
ual officers on board. 

TROOPS REACH 
NEWPORT NEWS. 

Newport News, Va.. February 11. 
After a short and delightful trip 
from France, the U. S. S. Princess 
Matoika, which arrived in the har- 
bor this’ morning, unloaded more 
than 1,000 husky, happy fighting 
men into a city which showed more 
enthusiasm ‘and made greater dem- 
onstration than it has ever done 
since troops first began unloading 
here. About 1,000 more troops were 
placed in. ambulances and sent to 
the train for Richmond and the 
Westhampton hospital, or to the 
debarkation hosiptal in Hampton. 

Aboard the Princess Matpika 
were nine casual companies of men 
from fHilinois, Minnesota, Missauri. 
New York, Ohio, Maryland, Montana 
and Vermont; the 66th base hospi- 
tal units; about cighty casual offi- 
cers and about 1,000 sick and 
wounded men, 

The base hospital unit which ar- 
rived today was the first to leave 
France, according to Captain Cole, 
one of the officers in the company. 
It is believed it was the first te 
reacn America, unless some ship 
roing to New York outdistanced the 
Princess Matoika on the way 
The unit was stationed at 
Neuve Chateau and saw one. year’s 
service.

or gassed and had just recovered 
from their injuries when the war 
ended.
